To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hedon 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  196? . 

The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  year  1967  indicate  a mid- 
year population  of  2,530,  which  is  the  same  population  figure  as  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  42  births  and  46  deaths  compared  with  31 
births  and  48  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Borough 
of  18.92  compares  with  the  national  birth  rate  of  17.2  per  1,000  population 
and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  16.56  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of 
11.2  per  1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  follow  the  usual  pattern,  disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  being  the  major  cause  and  cancer  the  second  major 
cause,  together  accounting  for  84.78%  of  the  total. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year. 

Concerning  sanitary  circumstances,  the  principal  cause  for  concern 
would  appear  to  be  the  conditions  prevailing  on  the  Bond’s  Estate.  The 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be  keeping  conditions  under  review  and 
it  is  hoped  that  gradual  improvements  will  take  place. 

In  presenting  this  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Dyson,  for  his  work  during  the  year  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and 

support .

Health  Visiting 

Two  Health  Visitors  work  within  the  Borough  and  have  offices  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  Grange  Road,  Thorngumbald,  and  the  Medical  Block, 
South  Holderness  County  Secondary  School,  Preston. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

This  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery 
Service  and  1 District  Nursing  Sister  who  is  also  a Midwife  works  in  the 
Borough. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including  infectious  diseases)  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Domestic  Help 

Home  Help  service  which  is  rendered  in  the  Borough  is  administered  at 
County  Hall,  Beverley,  and  all  applications  for  the  service  are  dealt  with

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OTHER  SERVICES 

Holderness  Health  Division  Co-ordinating  Committee 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  under  the 
aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Beverley  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of 
officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  children.  The 
primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  in 
their  own  homes  and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children's  Department, 
the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare  Department,  the  County 
Welfare  Department,  the  Housing  Managers  of  the  District  Councils,  the  Ministry 
of  Social  Security,  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  the  Police  Force  and  Probation 
Officers.  Representatives  of  other  organisations  are  co-opted  from  time  to 
time  as  the  need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  takes  the  Chair  at  this  Committee. 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull. 

Cervical  Cytology 

East  Riding  County  Council  holds  cervical  cytology  sessions  within  the 
area  according  to  the  demand.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF'  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 


H.  DYSON,  M.R.S.H.,  M.A.P.H.I. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Hedon  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  on  various  aspects  of  the 
environmental  health  work  undertaken  in  your  area  during  19&7,  and  particularly 
since  my  appointment  as  your  Fublic  Health  Inspector  in  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year. 

Public  Health  Acts 


A general  survey  of  your  district  was  carried  out  pursuant  to  these  Acts 
to  ascertain  the  general  condition  of  the  area  in  this  respect.  The 
Corporation  is  well  aware  of  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  many  ditches, 
particularly  in  the  Bond's  Estate  area,  and  it  is  hoped  complete  cleansing  of 
such  ditches  at  an  early  date  will  result  in  the  elimination  of  conditions 
which  represent  potential  health  hazards. 

In  such  cases  where  action  was  required,  informal  notices  were  made  to 
the  persons  concerned. 

Water  Supply 

Domestic  water  is  supplied  by  the  statutory  undertakers,  Hull  Corporation, 
and  periodic  sampling  indicates  that  the  supply  is  both  bacteriologically  and 
chemically  sound. 

Following  complaints  from  2 householders  samples  of  water  were  taken 
from  their  premises,  but  reports  indicated  the  water  as  of  a satisfactory 
standard . 

Sewage  Disposal 

Completion  of  the  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  in  July,  1967? 
considerably  improved  the  amenities  of  the  area  in  this  respect  and  permitted 
the  increase  of  erection  of  dwellings  by  private  enterprise. 

Systematic  inspection  of  houses  will  reveal  the  extent  to  which  older 
existing  dwellings  may  be  improved  in  the  Corporation's  area,  and  the 
availability  of  modern  sewerage  facilities  will  now  assist  a comprehensive 
policy  of  housing  reconditioning.

Food  Inspection 

Inspections  of  eight  premises  were  made  in  accordance  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  and  where  necessary,  informal  notices  of  conditions 
requiring  remedy  were  given  to  the  occupiers  concerned.

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There  are  no  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough,  carcase  meat  and  offal 
being  imported  from  neighbouring  districts. 

No  complaints  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  meat  or  any  other  foods 
were  received  during  the  year. 

Clean  Air  Act 

No  compl'ints  of  smoke  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year,  but  a 
survey  pursuant  to  this  Act  will  be  undertaken  to  assure  the  Corporation  of 
the  position  in  this  matter. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  infestation  of  vermin,  requiring 
disinfection  or  disinfestation  treatment,  were  reported  or  discovered  in  the 
area  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control 


Minor  cases  of  rodent  infestation  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with,  and 
the  sewers  in  the  Corporation's  district  were  satisfactorily  baited  in  accord 
with  the  annual  practice. 

Offices.  Shops  :.nd  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

All  premises  registerable  under  this  Act  were  inspected  and  registered 
as  required.  A total  of  30  inspections  were  made  on  this  account  during  the 
year .
